Pant to Peter, Why compelleſt thou the Gentiles ? &'c, —» and they conflrain you to 
be Circumciſed : now Peter had no power to compel them, but by Preaching to 
them, That exrept they were Circumcſed and kept the Law of Moſes, they could not 
be ſeved 5, a8 Atts 15. This is by Paul termed Compeliing, or Conſtraining, and by

him withſtood and teſtified againſt, al Pro by Peter.the Eldeſt Apv- 
te, and Peter &c. had more to fay for themſelves and Moſes's Law, than you have 
tor G. F. and his Laws. of Womens Meetings and Marriages: and although the 
Churct at Jer xſalem at rhe Requeſt of the Genriles, (and not by any aſſumed Pow- 
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er toinforce Laws) reſolved on the Queſtion ; the Genez/es need not obſerve 

Moſes his Laws': yet we find jn the Epiſtles to the Romans,Corinthians and Galati- 
ans, that the Apoſtle permitted the Practice of ſome things to'ſome, that were 
confcions of them ; as Days, Mexts, &c. and ſaid, Let every one be fully perſwa- 
aed in his own Mind, Fudg not one another : and it was the Preaching of Forms or 
Ceremonies of neceſſity to Salvation that then was termed compelling : although 
ſuch things as might be allowed tobe believed or practiſed, yet when they would 
impoſe them on others, are termed @ Yoke, and not ro be born, and cauſed Paul to 
fay, If you be Cireamciſed, Chriſt ſhall profic you nothing: now conſider the high 
Dignities you have given G.F's Laws,and what Sons of Perdition you render them 
that cannot ſo reverence them ; if it do not amount'to what'was by Pax! termed 
Compelling or Conſtraining : for you in effeCt ſay,Unleſs you will be Circumciſed with 
G. F's Circumciſion, and keep his Law, no Salvation : tor the Inquiſition doth not 
force any, but puniſh Perſon or Eſtate ; but you have not Power yet over either of 
them. And I ſhall rather chooſe to be at the kindneſs of fome now in power,than 
ſome of you, now the Ruling Party, wholI term G.#F*s Party, who are exalting 
the greateſt and higheſt Myſtery of Iniquity that hath appeared ſome Ages,which 
you are ſetting up above all that is called God, viz.

7.C. ſaith, Away with calling your ſelves thePeople of 
God,as a Body of People, $rc.but them words,as 4 = of People,you diſhoneſtly leave 
out. and skip ſeveral lines, then take and Fudge others, where again you leave out 
all, for my words are, Judge all others, and you wrong the ſenſe, and pervert my 
words by leaving out words, and ye beeuilty of that you blame me for, viz. 
Harſh Judging, for it/is that proud Imagination, that you are the People of God, and 
none elſe (as ſomehave ſaid, and that Tow be the Body of Chriſt ) that I am againſt. 
Andtn p. 9. faith, Art not thou a Ranter, who ſaith in thy Title-page You Quakers. 
That word was for ſecreſy, not for reproach, but yourT erm Rater, gives greater

P's Teſtimonies, and if that he with you Ranti/m, | 
am content to be vile, with ſuch, knowing it is the ſame Spirit as called Chriſt 
Devil; and ſeeing you will be my Father-Confeſſors, I fear you are of that Generati- 
on that Chriſt forbad to pull up the Tares for fear they ſhould fpoil the Wheat,

And you ſay in p. 4 
Away with calling your ſelves the People of God,ag a Body of People ; Jt is not hereby 
meant, but thar Eod hath of your Tribe, many ſcaled ones but not moze fo? being only of
